PRESBYTERIANIS 1.

———

The Noew Syned of Philadelphin In Sosslon—
The Proceedings To-day-The Reconstruction
of the Church in This Vielnity.

T he tirst meetiug of the Syuod of Philsdelphin, as
defined by the late General Assembly of the Pregby-
terian Church, was held Inst evening in the Spring
Garden Prestyterian  Church, eventh &ireet,
below Green. The synod embraces all the churches
of the reunited denomination In the olty of Phila-
delphia and the connties of Bucks, Northampton,
Montgomery, Deiawnre, Chester, Lancaster, York,
Lebanon, Berks, Lehigh, Monroe, Pike, Wayne, Saa-
quehanns, Bn-l’mrd, Carbon, Schuviklll, Lazerae,
\I\‘;nmlng. and Sallivan—a total ol 21, embracing
about 41,000 communicants,

The exercises Iast evening were opened with
rrnyor by Rev, Dr. Richards, of Reading, which was
ollowed by singing and the reading of the = :rip-
tures, The opening sermon was preached by Rav,
¢, W, Stewart, from the 16th chapter of Mark, 15th
verse:—“And He sald unto them, go ye into all the
world and preach the Gospel o every creature.”

The business meeting was then opeaed by the
Rev. ¢, W, Stewart, Kev. Dr. Andrews, and Rev.
Wilham P, Moore being appointed temporary clerks.
Atout two hundred members answered to their
names on the calling of the roll. The session Was
continned until a late hour, but nothing more than
were routine business was transacted.

Thisn Mornlng's Nession.

This morning, at 9 o'clock, the synod assembled
for business In the above ehurch, An hour was
spent in devotlonal exerclses, the Moderator, Rev.
Dr, Richards, of Reading, conducting the same.
Rev. Dr. Rice was selocted for Permanent Clerk and
Hev, Mr, Moore for Stated Clerk,

The church was well flled, and the calllng of the
roll showed the presence of about two hondred
memhbers,

On motion of Itev. Dr. Allen, Colonel J, Roaz Saow-
den was clected Treasuror of the synod,

A resolution was adopted in reference to the com-
pensation of the Permanent Clerks,

After sgome discussion, £ motion o adopt the rilea
which governed the late General Assembly was
adopted,

In view of the time consmiaed in the calling of the
roll, Mr, J. Rogs Spowden offered a8 resolation,
which was adopted, appolating the Permanent and
Stated clerks ada a Committer on Enrollment, and
that the members report thelr names to =ald com-
mittee, who shall give notice of the time anil place
for making the enrollment,

Rev, O, W, Stewart, of Lancaster county, offered
the following resolutions: —

Resolved, "T'hat the Synod hereby declares the Pres.
bytery of Octorard 10 be the legal soccessor of the
FPresbytery of New Cas'le and the Presbytery of
Donegal heretofore existing within its boundaries,
and as such entitied to the possession and enjoyv.
ment of all rights and frranchiges and llable to the
performances of all the daties of each of these pres-
byteries,

Hewolped, That the Preshytery of Octorara is iere-
by constituted to consist of the members and
churches included within the boumdaries of the
counties of York, Lebanon, Lancaster and Chester,
to meet in the ehurch at West Chester, on the frst
Tuesday of October, at 11 o'clock A. M., and to be
epened with a sermon by the ey L. C. Rutter, or,
in case of his absence, the Rev, H. A, Niles.

A motion of Rev, D B, Hotchkin to postpone the
foregoing resolution nntil the reconstruction of the
Presbytery of Philadelphin gave rise to considerable
discussion, but was finally adopted,

A motion by Dr. Musgrave was then adopted pro-
viding for an interlocutory meeting in reference to
the metter of the division of rnrub teries,

A mntion was also adopted limiting the speeches
in the Interlocutory meeting to tive minutes' dura-
tion.

Rev, Dr. Musgrave spoke In favor of a division of
Philadelphin Into two preahyteries. He sald that the
preshytery as now constituted was too large and
cumbersome,

Rev, Dr. Breed opposad the division advocated by
Dr. Muosgrave, He maintatned that the running of
a lne through o compact district gave rise to mach
confusion, He was in favor of including in one
presbytery all the compact part of the city, and the
sparsely-gettled portion to colprise the other pres.
bytery.

y}h-\{ Willlam T. Eva ravored a division which will
include a portion of the country charches, He
opposed a large preshytery composed entirely of the
compact portion of the city of Philadelphin. Iie
gh{ccu--i to centralization, to o “metropolitan’” pres.

vtery,

Rev. Dr. Dare thought that the subject had pro-
voked much useless alscnsston. He thonght that
the most effective way of deciding the matter was
for the synod to hear an expression of opinlon of
tiie Pniladelphia members in regard to the divistion
of the city into two presbyteries,

Rev. A. Il. Barnes agreed with the views ex-
pressed by Dr. Dare. e therefore moved that the
synod bave an expression of opinion from the Phi-
ladelphin members upon the suhject,

Dr. Muggrave thought that the members from the
four presbyteries should retire for discussion, and
the result of thelr deliberations be reporied o the
Synod in the afternoon sessjon,

Dr. Wiswell was of opinlon that nothing conld be
galred by retiring for a consultation, The question
could be discussed as elfectively in open synod as by
retiring for that parpose. He was in favor of dis-

| enssing then and there the whole matter, and eoming

to 4 vote after all have expressed their opinion on
the question,

Dr. Blackwoed sald that originally he was In favor
of one preshytery for Philatelphia, bot in oeder to
harmonize matters he yielded his opinlon, and now
was in favor of the divislonof Phlladelphia into two
sections, Marxet street belng the dividing line. The
gquestion being loudly called for, a test vote was
then taken, and it was declded by a large majority
to have more thun one preshytery.

On motion, the synod then rose from the interlo.
cniory moetng.

favorites. A great change in sentiment has
taken place with regard to the strength of the
Athletics within the past month, and it is now
claimed and generally conceded that they have
o “nine” of such materlal that is second to none
in the country.

The Athletics, in addition to their regular
club flag, iy a streamer to-day, on which is the
word “Champion,” and the immense crowd
cheerfully endorse them in their claim, notwith-
standing the absurd statement of the Atlantics,
of Brooklyn, that the game of Monday last was
merely a practice game.

Distillation of Brandy.,
Special Despateh to the Kvening Telogravh.
WasHINGTON, June 22—The following is an ab-
stract of the regulations issued from the Internal
Revenue Ofoce to-day, respecting distillation of
brandy from froits:—

Distillers are exempted from all the provisions of
gections 3, 8, 9, 15, 18, 21, 92, 94, and 45 of the act of
July 20, 1508, and 80 wmuch of the act of April 10
1569, us I8 amendatory to section 8 of said act, ane
portions from the following-named sections of said
act of July 20, 1865:—80 much of seciion ¢ as
requires the distilier 1o state in his notice the nam-
ber of mash-tuabs and the cuble contents of each,
the number and cubie contents of each receiving-
cistern, and Lhe number of hours In which the dis-
tiller will ferment each tub of mash or beer; 8o
much of section 7 as provides that {o no case shall it
be for a less sum than §5000; so muach of sectlon 12
as provides that no person shall use any still, boller,
or cther vessel for the purpase of distilling in any
shed, yard, or eaclosure connected with any
dwelliug-house from nll of the pro-
vislons  of section 17, except s0 much
thereof as provides that no Asscessor shall approve
the bond of any distiller until all the requirements of
inw and sl regulations muade by the Commissioner
of Tntersul Kevenue in relation to distilleries in pur-
suance therebof shall have been complied with and
the penalty relating thereto, From all of section
19 except 80 much thereof as provides for the Keep-
ing of & book or books in the manner Lo be pre-
sorfbed by the Commissioner of Internal Revenue,

The preservation of such book or booka for the
inspection of revenue officers and the penalties per-
tsining thereto, and the making of returns, provides,
however, that the manner of making such returns
ghall be a8 prescribed ln these regulations, So
wuch of fection 20 as provides that 45 gallons of
mash or beer brewed or fermented from graln shall
represent not less than one bushel of graln and 7
gallons of mash, or beer brewed or fermented from
wolasges shall represent not less than onpe gallon of
noousses; sund 80 much of section one of the act
approved April 10, 1569, as is amendatory thereof,

Frow all of the provisions of sectivn 93, exeept 5o
much therec! ps requires that all distilled spirits
shalt be druwn into casks, and shall be ganged,
proved, and merked by a United States gauger, by
vutting on the cask contalning such spirits, in a
manner to be presorived by the Commissioner of In-
terpal Revenue the guantity in wine galllons and in
proof gullons of the contenta of such cask and the
t@rial vumber of the packages ln progressive order,
